Told Cold Facts on

bly the needs of France and England. 

„Never let us forget that help at 
hand is worth everything; help an hour 
too late is worse than useless,” said Mr. 
Vaughan. “Procrastination involves 
the death of brave men; delay in send- 
Ing reinforcements means the ove-- 
throw of liberty. 

Ships Bridge to Victory.” 

“Ships are the bridge to victory. 
Germany's ruthless submarine cam- 
paign shows that she fully realizes 
that fact. Her efforts are directed in 
three main channels: 

“4 In breaking the line on the west- 


ern front before America can strike in | 


force. 

„. In cutting the lines of commun 
tation by sinking ships and burning 
thipyards. 

“3. In seeking to undermine the 
morals of the nations by pacifist pro- 
German, and I. W. W. propaganda. 

“Germany has made a careful tabu- 
lation of the serious shipping problem 
that faces the allies. Appreciating the 
fact that the allied armies and the 
allied nations must be fed, clothed, and 
maintained from abroad, she ‘has 
bought not unsuccessfully to cut the 
pontoon bridge by sinking a greater 
tonnage than the allies are building, 
thus widening the gap which must be 
tpanned if adequate supplies and re- 
mforcements are to be sent ‘over. 
there.’ 

“Ships are vital to victory, vital to 
Employment, vital to business. With- 
but victory, of course, all else is as a 
dead sea apple as to the taste—but 
sven with victory it is well that we 


thould keep industries dependent upon g 


an export trade intact. Lasting peace 
when it comes will bring its own grave 
Problems. Let us not add to those 
problems by having destroyed our ex- 
port trade, as must be done unless 
there are ships sufficient to maintain it. 

“There is not then a soul in this 
wide continent whose first, second, 


third, and last interest, nationally and 


individually, is not indissolubly bound 
up in speeding up ship building.

WITH THE BRITISH ARMY IN FRANCE,

In America there is a very considerable num- 
der of men in the course of training and the a! 
look forward to having a large American army 
Prance in the spring. It has taken longer than 
anticipated to turn those soldiers into the neces- 
gary divisional organizations. 

If America waited to complete these divisional 
Organizations it would not be possible for these 
fine troops in any large numbers to take part in 
this battle in this campaign, although it might de 
very well the decisive battle of the war. re 

This was, of course, one of the most serious 
disappointments from which the allies had suf- 
fered, It is no use pretending it was not one of 
our chief causes of anxiety.

England's total expenditures to date are very nearly 
$35,000,000,000. Of this her total of loans to her allies

When we shall have made a proportional outlay
